Mothers Still Alive So 
Undernourished 
They 


Cannot Feed Their Chil- 
dren—Soup Kitchens Es- 
tablished In Warsaw — 
Desolation On*Every Hand

Warsaw, Nov. 12.—Via 
London. 


'Hundreds of thousands of the civil 
population in Warsaw district of Po- 
land are suffering for want ot food. 
A considerable percentage of 
this 


number still are homeless, living in 
huts, caves, and abandoned trenches. 


The situation is more serious be- 


cause of the immense 
number of 


^persons thrown out of work by the 
almost complete paralysis of Polish 
industries. Some workers have emi- 
grated to Germany where 
employ- 


ment is plentiful, but "the great ma- 
jority prefer to remain near their 
homes in the hope of better days. 
Prominent Poles in all walks of life 
maintain that drastic relief measures 
are necessary if 
wholesale 
deaths 


from starvation are to be presented. 


Suffering 
is 
especially 
acute 


among the .families of Russian re- 
servists who formerly received regu- 
lar payments from the government. 


Pensioners now are cut off from 


their former incomes and the Rus- 
sians are charged with having taken 
with them the 
funds 
of 
savings 


banks depositors. 
The coutry districts 
of 
Poland 


from one end to the other are battle- 
scarred, barren and fire-swept. In 
the Warsaw 
governmental district 


alone, it is estimated that 4,000 vil- 
lages were burned by the Russians 
Many of the inhabitants who at first 
fled with the Russians later return- 
ed and threw themselves upon the 
mercy of the 'Germans. 


Thousands already have died of 


starvation and distress superinduced 
by hunger. Mothers remaining alive 
are so under-nourished they cannot 
feed their children. In Warsaw and 
Lodz women 
now rise 
at 
three 


o'clock in the morning to get good 
places in the breadlines, 
and 
not 


miss the chance to obtain some food 
at least. The horror of the situation 
is increased by a serious shortage oi 
coal, due in part to destruction of 
the mines and in part to inadequate 
railway facilities. 


Committees 
composed both

Christians and Jews, with the assis- 
tance of the German government are 
conducting soup kitchens at Warsaw 
and Lodz, distributing food and fuel 
Al! kitchens are running full bias 
in Warsaw while numerous asylums 
and home for young and old is in 
operation.

Homeless peasants are being given 
lumber and tools to erect houses be- 
fore winter, living meanwhile in dug- 
outs near their old homes, cooking 
on improvised hearths. The city of 
ILodz is paying pensions to the wives 
of reservists on the chance of being 
reimbursed later.

in Chicago. 


The action was taken under

the Canadian government. It is esti- 
mated that there is still in the liands 
of farmers and dealers in

The governor sent his answer af- 


ter receiving a second telegram from 
Louis P. Loehner, New York, secre- 
tary to Mr. Ford, urging him to take 
the European trip. The message 
follows: 


"I sincerely hope you can shake 


public business of Ohio, however im- 
portant it may be, long enough 
to 


serve the higher cause of humanity. 
Mr. Ford Authorizes me to say that 
while the length of the trip contem- 
plated is six weeks, he will be glad 
to make arrangements for anyone to 
return sooner if necessary. He will 
provide transportation 
facilities at 


his expense." 


The governor explained he could 


not well appoint a member of the 
peace monument commission, whose 
members he announced Saturday as 
had been suggested, to 
represent 


him, because Mr. Ford did not ask 
him to name a substitute. 
The governor's telegram was as 


follows: , 
"Columbus. Ohio, Nov. 39, 1915. 
"Louis P. Lechner, secretary to Hen- 
ry Ford, New York City:

Skibbie investigated a report that 
several citizens of the vicinity had 
"ducked" and found this to be un- 
true. He could find no trace of any

Willey was hanging from a 
noose made from the sash cord of a 
window. 
Officials are 
trying 
to 


trace this cord in the hope of un- 
raveling the mystery. 
B. F. James, 


of Bowling Green, Willey's princi- 
pal counsel said today, "Willey never 
intimated any intention to commit 
suicide," and that he had received 
threatening 
letters following the 


verdict of "guilty of assault," 
re- 


turned by the jury in the 
Kimble 


murder case. 
This verdict had been 


set aside by the court and Willey 
was free on bond pending retrial. 
James said he would submit evidence 
to the coroner at the inquest to show 
that Willey was lynched. He claimed 
Willey's hands had been bound and 
his hat was found some distance 
from his body. He also says Willey's 
horse and buggy were found loose a 
mile and a half from the scene. 


Sheriff Skibbie says Willey's hands 


were not tied. 
Willey had been in
